In Local Suburbs 
DHA Subsidizes Rents 


In an effort to force suburban cities 
into “ sharing the burden of housing 
the p oor,” 
the D allas 
Housing 
Authority is extending its subsidized 
rent programs into Plano and other 
Dallas area suburbs. 
Currently, only one family here is 
receiving a rent subsidy from the 
DHA but plans call for the authority to 
begin purchasing existing apartment 
buildings in suburbs and turning them 
into DHA housing projects, according 
to DHA executive director Bill Dar- 
nall. 
The Dallas Housing Authority was 
originally formed to serve the rent- 
subsidized housing needs of Dallas 
County, but state law gives the agency 
the right to serve areas within five 
miles of Dallas County limits. 
If apartment com plexes in Plano 
are 
purchased 
by 
the 
DHA, 
cooperation agreements with the City 
of Plano would be required. The 
Dallas agency has not yet approached 
city officials here with its request. 
The housing authority operates the 
Section 8 rent subsidy program which 
allows qualified low-income renters to 
choose their own apartments and, if 


their 
landlord 
agrees, 
DHA 
will 
subsidize their rent. 
Renters pay 25 percent of their 
income for rent and DHA subsidizes 
any rental charges over that amount. 
The DHA executive director said it 
was “unclear” whether suburbs must 
agree before the DHA can place 


tenants in private rental 
subsidy 
housing. Darnall said he has not 
sought approval from the suburbs 
before subsidizing tenants in those 
cities. 
Other suburbs involved with DHA 
rent subsidies include Richardson, 
Wilmer and Farmers Branch.

Tennis Buffs Get 13 Courts

Plano’s long-awaited tennis center 
will be opening soon. 
An opening date has not yet been 
announced 
b ecause 
of 
delivery 
delays, but park officials are hopeful 
that the center can be operational 
before Christmas. 
The 13-court center has been made 
possible by $251,000 in a grant from 
the Bureau of Outdoor Recreation. 
Although the facility was approved by 
the voters in 1975, it would probably 
not have been built at this time 
without federal funds. 
BOR gave the city $30,000 (half the 
purchase price) to acquire land at the 
Multi-Purpose Complex and $221,000 
for 
co n stru ctio n . 
The 
federal 
government 
paid for half of 
the 
courts, made an allotment for land­ 
scaping and a play area and paid for a 
third of the cost of a pro shop 
Expandable to 21 courts, the center 
will be supervised by Ken Sumrow 
Formerly 
the 
Plano 
Senior 
High 
tennis coach. Sumrow will operate the 
center on a contract basis 
Although paid a small salary, most 
of Sumrow s remuneration will come 
from tennis lessons and sales of 
merchandise in the pro shop The city 
will also get a percentage of profits 
from the shop 
The store will have 1800 square feet 
stocked with tennis equipment and 


accessories such as rackets, grips, 
strings, shoes and clothes. 
Although the shop is not ready to 
open, Sumrow has already received 
his Christmas stock and can 
be 
contacted at the park building. 
Four assistant center supervisors 
will help Sumrow run the facility 
which will be open almost IOO hours a 
week 
Until March 31, the center will be 
open from 9 a m 
until 10:30 p.m., 
Monday through Saturday. On Sun­ 
day, the center will be open from noon 
until 10:30 p m 
Summer hours which are effective 
through October 31 call for the center 
to open at 7:30 a.rn Monday through 
Saturday. 
Residents will be charged $1 (75 
cents for those 17 and under) before 6 
p m on weekdays and $1 25 after 6 
p.m. and on holidays and weekends. 
Passes are available 
Non-residents 
will be charged $2 at all times. 
The only holidays observed by the 
center 
will 
be 
T hanksgiving, 
Christinas and New Year’s Day 
The concrete courts have been 
treated with a color and texture 
preparation identical to that on the 
senior high courts. 
“This is as good a surface as any 
available," Sumrow testified 
“The 
city has done a good job planning the 
center It looks good and compares 


favorably to any center around here.” 
Bob Woodruff, director of Parks and 
Recreation Department, said plan­ 
ners examined all area centers and 
combined their best points at the 
Plano center He believes that many 
of the problems reported by other 
centers have been avoided—hopefully 
without designing others in. 
In addition to the 13 courts, a 
practice area equivalent to five half 
courts will be available with a rally 
board 
Sumrow notes that very few other 
centers have such a hitting board The 
free area can be used for practice or 
picking up a gam e 
Woodruff pointed out that such an 
area is particularly 
important for 
beginners who are trying to practice 
the proper swing 
One of the most innovative parts of 
the center will 
be high pressure 
sodium lighting which is being used 
for the first time by PARD at the 
tennis center and athletic fields on the 
southwest corner of the MPG 
The new style lights have a very 
long life— 24,000 hours compared to 
the 10,000 hours from the 
metal 
halides currently used 
The biggest advantage, however, is 
energy economy 
Woodruff said the 
new lights are 30 percent more ef­ 
ficient than those now used 
Although slightly more expensive 


initially, the sodium lights pay for 
them selves over the long run 
in 
energy savings and by requiring little 
maintenance 
Woodruff also pointed out that they 
give off so much light that fewer 
fixtures are required, thus reducing 
the initial cost 
The lights will not affect residences 
planned for across the street, since 
the fixtu res have been directed 
downward by precise mathematical 
formulas. The light will be where it’s 
needed—on the courts—not reflected 
away 
Woodruff views the center as the 
focus 
of 
a 
comprehensive 
tennis 
program All tennis activities will be 
handled through the center 
Residents will be able to reserve a 
court at the center or senior high 
anytime the center is open. Reser­ 
vations will be taken by phone and 
players will have a choice of court 
including three designed to a c ­ 
comodate tournament play. 
The three center courts—two in a 
pair and a single— will be used for 
tournament finals since seating will 
be available but they have had no 
other special treatment

‘Slammer’ Solves 
Behavior Problem 


SOLON, Iowa (U PI) -The 
students at Solon 
High 
School thought Principal 
Larry Meister was kidding 
when he outlined his new 
disciplinary policies. 
Then 
they 
discovered 
“ The Slammer." 
Meister says disciplinary 
problems among his 
450 
junior and senior high school 
students have subsided since 
he 
introduced 
solitary 
confinement. 
“ What we’re finding out in 
the education field is that 
out-of-school suspension just 
doesn’t work.” Meister said 
Monday. 
“ The student views a 
three-day suspension from 
school as a vacation. That's 
why we’ve developed a way 
to keep them in the school. In 
essence, the student is doing 
an awful lot of work. There’s 
nothing to do but study.” 
The procedure is simple: 
Students are given points for 
infractions ranging from 
truancy to smoking. When 
they accumulate IO points, 
Meister puts them in The 
Slammer, where they are 
placed in solitary con­ 
finement, isolated for 64 
hours in a 4-by-8 foot office 
equipped with only a desk 
and a restroom. 
The door is locked to keep 
other students out 
and 


students 
inside 
are 
prohibited from leaving 
“ The only way they get out 
is if there's a fire alarm,” 
Meister said. 
The isolation room is used 
50 to 60 times over the school 
year, Meister said. Toward 
the end of the year, as 
disciplinary 
problems 
mount, the waiting list grows 
and more rooms are pressed 
into service. 


Students 
accumulate 
points through the year. The 
second time they reach IO, 
Meister places them in 
solitary for three straight 
days. The third time, the 
students are given three-dav 
suspensions. 
“ I see discipline handled 
more fairly 
because the 
rules are spelled out and 
students know exactly lhat 
they're going to get points 
for,” he said. 


Meister s view is not 
shared by all the students. 
“ It’s the general feeling of 
the students that it isn’t 
doing its job,” said Rita 
Jedlicka, editor of the school 
newspaper. “ When it first 
started, they called it The 
Slammer. They still call it 
The Slammer, but it’s just a 
quiet place where you can go 
to get away from the rat 
race.”

THE RADIO HOBBYIST 


By Frederick O. Maid 
K K B -0924 - W 5UTT 


E xecu tive Director, Am erican R adio Council 


(Q ) HOW LONG SHOULD THE COAXIAL CABLE BE BETWEEN THE CB RADIO AND 
THE ANTENNA? 
(A) In theory, it can be any length since it is not normally considered a “ tuned" element. A 
50 ohm coaxial cable cut to two feet or two hundred feet should maintain it’s characteristic 
impedance. In actual practice, however, due to specific antenna locations and transmission 
(coax) line installations-the cable will respond unfavorably. This causes difficulty in properly 
loading power into the antenna. To eliminate such problems, use coax lengths which are 
multiples of electrical half-wave lengths. An electrical half-wave is different than a normal 
half wave in space in that radio waves travel differently in wire. At CB frequencies, an 
electrical half-wave is ll feet IO inches. In selecting a cable length, choose lengths which are 
ll feet IO inches or multiples thereof, such as 23 feet 8 inches, 35 feet 6 inches, etc. 


(Q ) HOW MANY DIFFERENT CLASSES OF “ HAM" LICENSES ARE THERE AND 
WHAT ARE THE REQUIREMENTS OF EACH? 
(A) At present there are five different classes of am ateur radio licenses. The first is the 
Novice that allows 250 watts power on 4 different frequency bands. This license (issued for 2 
years) can not be renewed. By the end of two years you should have graded up to the 
Technician class. This allows “voice" privileges on the higher frequency VHF bands-plus the 
Novice Morse Code privileges. You are not allowed to communicate by voice with the Novice 
license. The General Class license is next which allows all am ateur radio privileges except 
the use of special frequency bands segments reserved for the Advanced and top-of-the line, 
Amateur. Extra Class licenses. Power levels (except for Novice) are authorized at 1,000 watts 
maximum. 
A written and Morse Code Test is given at various degrees of difficulty for each class. The 
written test covers electronic theory and radio rules. The Morse Code requirements for each 
license class are: Novice and Technician-5 words per minute; General and Advanced-13 
words per minute; Amateur Extra Class requires proficiency at 20 words per minute. All 
licenses (except the Novice) are issued for 5 years and are renewable for life w ithout retaking 
any further examinations. 
i*Q) EXACTLY WHAT IS BLEEDOVER AND HOW CAN IT BE PREVENTED9 
(A) “ Bleedover" is strictly a CB derived term . It is a slang expression for simultaneously 
transm itting on more than one channel at a time and is illegal. It can be caused by a very- 
close signal that overloads your CB transceiver or it could be that your radio does not have a 
very good selectivity filter. In this case, the incoming signal is not limited to the appropriate 
channel width. More often, however, bleedover (or, “splatter" as it is called by the ham) is 
caused by a radio that is overmodualted. FCC regulations prohibit modulation levels in ex­ 
cess of IOO percent for this very reason. Improperly set power microphones are the major 
cause of CB radio bleedover. 
(Q) A CB’ER IS PROHIBITED BY LAW FROM ADJUSTING HIS RADIO-YET A TEN 
YEAR OLD THAT GETS A NOVICE HAM LICENSE IS ALLOWED TO. WHAT GIVES? 
(A) Good question. It is a fact that a CB’er without a Second or First Class Commercial 
Radio-Telephone License is prohibited from making any adjustments to his radio that might 
affect the radiated signal. Amateur “ ham " radio, however, is a hobby of electronic ex­ 
perimenting and even building your own radio is encouraged. A Novice operator is allowed to 
repair, build or adjust his equipment without limitation. He must, of course, adhere to the 
technical standards and purity of radio emissions as set forth in FCC Rules. Part 97 Subpart 
C. It is assumed by the FCC that if the am ateur can pass the electronic theory examination, 
that he is qualified to make the adjustments. Since the test is extremely easy (and has even 
been successfully passed by a four year old) this is not always the case, but this is the 
assumption made.
